held st the Hotel Cecil, Mr." Henry 
W. Keay, the president, occupied the 
ebair. 

The Lord Mayor (with whom wes 
the Lady Mayoress), reeponding to; 
the toast of “The City of Lonéon,” 


that his book on the Guildhall, 
hitherto limited to private circulation, 
wes to be published for eale in the 
autumn. .. . 

Mr. John Murray proposed the 
toast of “Literature,” and remarked, 
to the amusement of his hesrers, that 
s0 far as he knew no author had ever 
epoken of him as ‘that rogged old 
rhinoceros, Morray,” in the terma 
Byron had used towarde his grand- 
father. A young author's worst 
enemies, he said, were his friexds who 
filled him with exaggerated . praise of 


cism of literature tended nowadays to 
drift into the subject of novels, snd 
he resented this because the best 
literary characteristics of this age 
wore histories, biographies, manuals, 
and books of. that class, which were « 
admirable in every way.
